Under the amondment the manu- 
facture and sale of whiskey and w ine 
would bo prohibited after June 30. 
1919, and the manufacture and sale of 
beer tliroc iiKinths after the final ap- 
proval of tlie bill by the President. 

The amendment wna framed b- 
Senator Norrls, of Nebraska, as a sub- 
stitute for Ibe iiemlinK ""e by Sena- 
tor Jones, of Washington. The Jones 
amendment would have brought about 
abs()l\ito iiniiiibltlon Immediately up- 
on eiKieiMieiii of the iPKlslaflon. The 
Norrl.'i ooniproniisi' was ailnptod by 
the committee by a vole of S lo .1. 
Those opposed to the Norrls anicnd- 
ment attempted to have It chanKcd so 
as to permit the sale of beer sis 
months after lu passage and later 
proposed four months. Both efforts, 
bowever, rosulled in defeat.
